The detectives and other officers are hunt- 
ing down every person who has had deal- 
ngs with Beed in the hope of discovering 
something and are in the meantime keep- 
ing eyes and ears open for something that 
might drop. So far they have been baf- 
fled in their attempts to discover the least 
thing that could be called a working clue, 


Now or IVcver. 


It was generally believed that the crime 


must be ferreted out. now or never. The 
only question of the public tongue is 


What have they found ?" and the invari- 


able answer is "Nothing." The skill of 
the best men of the district police, of en- 
ergetic sheriffs and a whole police force 
has been baffled and the mystery is the 
same un raveled one it was at the very be- 
;inning. Not an incident, as far as can be 
learned, has been unearthed that points 
to any person as the criminal, nor are 
there any connected happenings brought 
out to 
or went. 


The liiqiicut su»pend». 


The inquest suspended this afternoon 


at 2.30 o'clock until tomorrow morning at 
the usual time. The developments from 
the inquiry today were as sparse as they 
were on former days. Only five points of 
mportanoe have come out at the inquest, 
the locating of the mallet and the fixing 
of the time of the shooting. 
From the 


testimony it is possible to reason that 
Mr. Read was killed by his own barn mal- 
et in the hands of a supposed friend about 
1 o'clock Saturday morning and that Hiss 
Reed was shot to death a few minutes 
ater by the same supposed friend to pre- 
vent his detection. 
The murderer then 


took his horse out of the barn and dis- 
appeared as if from earth. 


Thai Local man. 


Attempts are being made by parties not 


officers to fix suspicion on a local man, 
whose fa mily had been on closest terms of 
intimacj with the I«ecds. The home of 
this man is removed from the Reed neigh- 
borhood. 
The 
officers, as they have 


done in dozens of instances, will ask this 
man to explain his relations and his 
whereabouts the night of the crime, but 
they ha 76 nothing that points to him 
more directly than to a score of others. 
A certain motive is alleged in this in- 
stance, which is not a mercenary one, but 
the man's pleasant family relations at 
present and immediately preceding the 
crime discredit the motive entirely. 
Care of course must be taken not to 
Speedily clear as well as hastily accuse 
any man. 


It cannot be said that there is not sus- 


picion developed by the inq.u;st after the 
examination of about 100 witnesses. But 
if there be suspicion it is not definite, and 
the evidence so far as known, should im- 
plicate no man's name with the crime as 
yet. It may never. 


The difBculties of even coming to sus- 


picions »re assured when two detectives 
of long experience state that it is the 
blindest case they have ever dealt with. Its 
mystery astonishes these veteran hunters 
of crime. 


Tlie Pistol Mints Heard, 


The inquest was continued yesterday 


and today until 2.20 when it was adjourned 
until tomorrow morning. Out of 13 wit- 
nesses testifying yesterday only the testi- 
mony of Frank Stockton and George Lid- 
ford has been material. They testified to 
hearing the pistol shots a few minutes 
past 1.05 o'clock. They were sitting on the 
steps of Mr. Stockton's house on Holden 
street and had heard four shots in succes- 
sion. Messrs. Stockton and Lidford had 
been interviewed just after the murder, 
but had teen fit to keep this bit of infor- 
mation until the present time. There 
were no other points of importance 
brought out at the inquest that can be as- 
certained. 


The Mullet Located. 


There were about half as many witnesses 


examined today and nothing of much im- 
portance came to light from the stories. 
The thing of most value was the possible 
identification of the mallet. David Fair- 
field supports the testimony of Archie 
Crosier that the mallet was in the bam. 
Both men had often 
seen it there. 


Tlie Murderer's Procedure! 


With this point settled the procedure o1 


the murderer is tolerably clear. He must 
have had access to the Reed home that 
night, either knowingly or unknowingly 
to the Reeds. His horse was in the barn 
and he got the barn key from its position 
beside the door inside the house. The 
mallet may have been brought over from 
the barn for some purpose and was in the 
house, a ready weapon for the assassin, or 
the assassion had gone to the barn, got 
his weapon and returned to do his horri- 
ble work. The work completed he went 
to the barn, got his horse and rode away. 
The motive is much more likely to have 
been robbery than revenge. That noth- 
ing was taken only goes to show that the 
shooting frightened the muderer anil 
made him decamp before he had secured 
the plunder. 


How He Cot Out. 


Just how the murderer left and how ho 


attempted to keep his identity' concealed 
may be shown by the story of W, T. 
Meade of Fuller street. It may be said 
though before giving Mr. Meade's story 
that no one is looking now for more than 
one man. 


Enveloped iu a Robe* 


Mr. Meade happened to be in the vicin- 


ity of the Holden street bridge that Fri- 
day night late and he saw a wagon drive 
over the bridge in great haste. It came 
into view suddenly and disappeared rap- 
idly. When it passed under the electric 
light that is placed at the corner of the 
bridge Mr. Mead noticed that it had just 
one man in it. The man evidently was 
determined no one should recognize him, 
for he had himself enveloped in what ap- 
peared to be a Irp robe or horse blanket. 
He held the reigns in one hand and with 
the other kept his wrap close around him. 
The wagon and .its suspicious driver 
passed down River street in the direc- 
tion of Eagle street and was lost to Mr. 
Meade's view. 


Wlllinm MafcOil'H Story. 


The movements of Mr. Reed the few 


days before his death are still receiving 
attention. A story told by William Mason 
of \V illiainstown, a lumberman, fits into 
the story told by Herbert Haskins. Mr. 
Reed bought a yoke of oxen from Rir. Ma- 
son, and together they went to Clarks- 
burg to put the oxen to pasture. They 
called at Horace Lanfair's house return- 
ing, and according to Mr. Mason's story 
Mr. Reed bought from Mr. Lanfair two 
sets of double harness, a one-horse wagon, 
two-horse wagon and a sleigh, leaving 
Mr. Reed debtor to Mr. Lanfair to the 
amount of $27. Mr. Mason remembers the 
occurrence well and shows his good mem- 
ory by relating a story of some ons who 
dug into a gravel-bed end almost dis- 
nterred the bones of Mr. Lanfair's father 
which was very displeasing to Mr. Lan- 
fair. 


Corroborates Herbert Untieing. 


The corroboration of Herbert Hashiu's 


story by this one lies in the point that Mr. 
Haskins said Mr. Reed asked him for some 
money Friday morning so that, he could 
settle a bill with Mr. Lanfair that night. 
Mr. Reed in Mr. Mason's presence asked 
Mr. Lanfair to come down Friday night 
and he would square accounts. The story 
of Mr. Lanfair is that Mr. Reed was sell- 
ing Mr. Lanfair's horse so that a debt of 
$15 due to Mr. Reed could be paid. 
Per- 


haps this deal of harnesses and wagons 
is the 
deal that 
Mr. Lanfair 
re- 


ferred to when they told Mr. Haskins 
Saturday that "it was too bad Mr. Reed 
was murdered; we were just closing • 
deal with him." 


No Motive There. 


Nothing of importance is expected from 


the fact that two young men from Stam- 
ford, Vt., and hard characters were seen 
near the Eagle mill about 11 o'clock the 
night of the murder. 
These men have 


been traced and were found to be all right 
as for as connection with the Reed tragedy 
goes. Although they knew Mr. Reed well 
and were thoroughly acquainted with the 
home, no motive for their committing the 
murder could be discovered.

Hverett Willis, his brother, 
v>'lK> is at the Massachusetts general hos- 
pital under close surveillance, lias con- 
tinued to gain strength, and one of the 
bullets which entered his chest v/a-3 re- 
moved. One still remains in his In'ad, 
for which the physicians have not yet 
dared to search. A warrant charging 
assault upon, with intent to kill o&cci 
ParHn.g:, will be sworn out ag'ainstfJver- 
ett Willis in the Charlestown district 
court, which will be served upon mm at 
the earliest opportunity after he lius re- 
covered sufficiently to be removed from 
the hospital. Officer Darling is Making 
good progress, and no signs of inlUm- 
jnation have developed. It is believed 
that he will recover in due time. 


Everett Willis, the desperate young 


man confined in the Massachusetts hos- 
pital, is watched every minute ot the 
flay and night by an. armed officer from 
station 15, Charlestown, and the officials 
have not in the least abated their v'grl- 
lance by his supposed weak condition, 
In the opinion of those who hav^ had 
anything to do with the youth since he 
was first placed in the arnbulano;, he is 
not so badly oft' as he would have his 
attendants believe. They thinlc that he , 
Is playing a deep game, and i£ given the I 
slightest opportunity will e:;h:bit sur- 
prising activity for a man badly injured.

LITTLE BOY BADLY HURT, 


Knocked Down by a Horse. 


Driver Not to Blame. 


The 


Henry S. Marcy, the late president of 


Jhe Fitchburg railroad, was a man pos- 
»<- -oed of inch sturdinsss of character and 
BDch steadfastness of purpose, that his 
usstful and buay life now closed may profit- 
ably be reviewed by the living and profit- 
able lessons taken from its experiences. 


Mr. Marcy was a man who believed first 


•nd last in work. His career shows this 
feet. Born 60 years ago at Hartland, Vt., 
he began his railroad service at 21 years 
oi age, after having completed a college 
course at Dartmouth. For three years he 
wn3 master of transportation on the old 
Bullivan road. He then became superin- 
tendent's clerk Rutland and Burlington 
roud, master of its transportion and act- 
ing superintendent. In all these import- 
ant positions o;' this small road he showed i 
faithfulness and untiring energy. He next 
b- came general freight agent of the 
E. nsselaor & Saratoga B. It. He next 
advanced to tlie very important position 
of general frtifht agent of the Delaware 
& Hudson Canal Co., and was made traffic 
manager oi' tlie same road in 1885. lie 
became president of the Fitchburg road 
1,'ovember 1,1SS9. Such in brief is the 
record of a railroad success won slowly 
nnd surely by personal merit and personal 
eilbrt, by unceasing devotion to business 
cud good native ability. 


Mr. Maroy, says a Boston paper, was one 


oi'those men who, unostentatious in his 
lit-aring and possessed of an affable and 
pleasing manner, commanded the respect 
of all who came in contact with him. He 
i.asa thorough master of the intricate de- 
t"Hsof railroading; he was an excellent 
judge of men, and he was splendidly 
equipped, !na business way, for the diree- 
t'onof the alfairs of the corporation of i 
•which he was the executive head. Under 
his direction 
the 
Fitchburg sys- 


t'-m 
has 
been 
materially 
bene- 


fited; its business increased and its physi- 
c-il condition greatly improved. His work 
has teen done in a quiet way, yet he has, 
(•one the less, always had a watchful eye 
on the affairs of his company, and been 
8 jgressive in his methods. This care was 
exercised even up to the last, when an en- 
feebled body warned him that he should 
throw off some of the burdens that were 
weighing him down. Only the d»y before 
his death, up to a late hour in the after- 
noon, be was in conference with some of 
his direstors and discussing matters af- 
iecting the policy of his road. 


The irregularity in the accounts of the 


late auditor of the Fitohburg road was a 
oore trial to President Marcy, and proba- 
bly a personal grief. The chief officer of 
the road had placed implicit confidence 
in his subordinate and the revelations of 
oxpert accounts weighed Mr. Marcy down 
with something more than anxiety. Since 
tbil ooeurrenco in the early summer Mr. 
.>lwcy has been a changed man. His 
I,rain and heartfelt the pressure of this 
business trouble and a friend's downfall.

Street Railroad Bridge Muddle—Dr. 


Jones' Lecture Course—Cosmo- 
politan Club to Hold a Lawn Party. 


Street Railroad Bridge Muddle. 


The troubles in connection with the 


street railroad bridge, which have been 
long continued and many, are not yet at 
an end* It was supposed that everything 
was fully understood and settled last 
spring when President Richmond signed 
au agreement which for one reason and 
another had been hanging fire for a. long 
time, and the company went to work at 
once preparing to erect a bridge for Its 
track by the side of the highway bridge at 
the depot. 
Solid abutments were put in 


and an iron bridge was ordered of the 
Edgemoor Bridge company of Wilming- 
ton, Del. 
The bridge, or a part of it, 


arrived last week and a gang of men came 
Saturday to place it in position. 
The 


work was begun Monday, but when tha 
men started to take down the sidewalk on 
the west side of the highway bridge they 
were stopped by the selectmen. This was 
totally unexpected and very troublesome, 
for the railroad company supposed its 
bridge 
was to stand 
next to the 


town bridge and that the sidewalk was 
to be placed on the 
west 
side of 


the railroad bridge, which 
had been 


planned and built accordingly. There- 
lore when orders were received to let the 
sidewalk alone, and it was learned that 
the abutments were not long enough for 
the bridge if it were to be placed boyona 
the walk, the railroad company found it- 
self in an emergency. 


In the hope of coming to an amiable 


understanding President Richmond, ac- 
companied by Engineer P. B. Locke of 
North Adams, came to this town Wed- 
nesday afternoon and met the selectmen 
and several prominent citizens at the 
bridge to look and talk matters over. 
President Richmond said he supposed the 
location of the bridge was clearly under- 
stood before the work was begun, and 
showed thai it would be an expensive and 
annoying task to change the whole plan 
now, but the selectmen were unyielding 
and insisted on what the town had de- 
manded from the first was that the 
railroad 
should 
get 
clear 
from 


the 
town 
bridge, 
and 
they 


would hear to nothing else. Some of the 
citizens thought this was crowding the 
company unnecessarily, and also that it 
would be much better for the town to 
have the sidewalk outside of the railroad 
bridge instead of between that and the 
highway bridge, as it will be if it remains 
where it is. If it BO remains, persons 
walking along the west side of the street 
will be obliged to cross the railroad track 
at each end of tlie bridge in order to use 
the bridge sidewalk, which would be a 
somewhat awkward arrangement. 


Work on the bridge is stopped and will 


go no further until the conditions or the 
plan be changed. It is an unfortunate 
matter, as it puts the company to consid- 
erable extra expense and trouble and de- 
lays a work which all are anxious to have 
completed. It is possible that the select- 
men after further consultation with their 
townsmen may change their decision, but 
they were prepared to taue but one view 
of the case Wednesday afternoon.
